IC'XLlIn school which lia.9 held the altention 
of three conferences of prominent citizens 
inlerested in thu matler, has excited a 
widespread interest. 


The first conference was held by the di- 


rectors of the hoard of triidi; and as an 
outcome of it, a second was held at which 
tho matter wn.3 discussed formally. 
Both 


conferences adjourned, suhject tu the cail 
of Pres. Hanscom and the call for hist 
ninbt's meeting included an 
iovitatiuii to 


the mayor and city council, delegates to 
the legislature and representatives of local 
textile interests. Mr. Slevcna, representing 
the Washington bureau of Ihe St. Louis- 
Democrat was present. 


Among the other prominent men pres- 


ent were Mayor Courtney, Agents Cum- 
nock and Lyon, Major Stnit, cx-.Mayor 
Pickinan, Representative O'Connor, Sec. 
.Smith of board (if trade, John J. 
TTart, 


PreS. Adams of state hoard nf trade, John 
r. Murphy, 
PosimasLer Pi-arson, Supr.. 


Ifildreth of Ihe Machine shop, Larkin T. 
Trull, Supt. Walsh of the Ilamilton, Agent 
Whiltior of the Whilliflr mills. 


C'apl. Hauscoui called to order and Sec, 


Smith explained tliR u-ist of the two pre- 
vious conferences. 
The puhlic conference 


was called to discuss tha matter of estab- 
lishing a school for a higher education in 
textile matters such as would 
benefit the 


minor superintcndeucies, etc. 
The course 


outlined 
is 
a 
three 
years' 
course 


two 
of 
theory 
and 
one 
of 


practice 
with 
a 
grammar 
school 


education to start, 
and 
\vitli 
special 


courses in chemistry, etc. 
As a local 


coursp, it is propose'! to have an evcnini 
school for those who are employed on the 
corporations and who have the practice 
and not the Ihcory, such as second hands, 
ovcrseors and minor superintendents. 
It 


was hoped at one time that the Middlesex 
Mechanics association would take ihe mat- 
ter In hand hut now it is cotulni; from a 
different direction. Sec. Smith quoted re- 
ports showln" tlio suec£)3sful 
establish- 


ment of such institutions iu other coun- 
tries. In Europe scholars [rom all parts of 
the world studied at the larger schools 
where all branches are taught. 
The value 


of these in Lowell, Lawrence, Fall River, 
Merrlruack and other JTeiv .England cities 
would be immeasurable. 


The stato appropriates liberally for aeri- 


culturil matters and yet here is tho textile 
industry, the largest in ihe state, has never 
received a. dollar outside of what, Iv.'.s been 
received by the Institute of Technology. 


We intend to ask for aid of the stale. 


We intend to start an evening school as 
poon ns we can find n hotjse for it and have 
been promised machines and financial aid. 
The manufacturers and all interested in 
textile matters nre with us. 


There is such a school In Boston next to 


the Institute of Technology, but it is out 
of place there. 
Lowell is the proper place 


for such a school, as It is a. textile manu- 
facturing city. It is a grand ooportunity 
and it only needs that the people should 
work together to place here what will he- 
come the pride ol the city and New Eng 
land. No ono man can do it. 
\V"e must 


all work together. 


John J. Jlart of the Merrimack com- 


pany, was called on for an expression of 
bia.views. 
lie was one of the special committee ap- 


pointed at a previous meeting to consider 
the matter. 


Agent Cumnock said that we bavp. a 


market close by us, Mexico, which, is be- 
ing furnished with goods by England and 
Germany. 


There is a large field for cotton and 


woolen (toods |/ wa could pet our govern- 
ment interested in the matter. 
The pack- 


Ing of goods has a great deal to do with 
the goods and this 
the Germans and 


English study. 


He read a letter from Mr. Augustus 


Lowell of the Lowell school of dcsian 
wherein he offered m's aid to the projectors 
ol the new scheme. 


Mr. Cumnock also believed in opening 


an evening school as soon as our good 
mayor would give them a room and motor 
Vjy which to run the machines. Then good 
lecturers could he obtained and later bv 
application to the legislature branch out 
into a larger institution. 


.Mayor Courtney believed that when the 


men who have so successfully conducted 
our lart:e corporations 
without bringing 


about the misfortunes of some oilier cities, 
advance such a project It should be enti- 
tled to the greatest respect, 
lie did not 


think it vfithlu his power to give the pro- 
jectors a building but if it should be he 
thought the members of the city govern- 
ment would not hesitate to give quarters. 
He would do all in his power lo aid the 
project. 


Major Stott reviewed the references to 


the project made at a recent meeting of 
manufacturers In Boston. 
The matler is 


one which is worthy of our earnesi ro oper- 
ation. There will be maay difficulties 1 o 
the way at the start but these may be over- 
come, 
\Ve must have brains fully devel- 


oped In our industries in order to protect 
the trade. Ho was not in favor of the 
evening school plan, as a textile school in 
the evening could not be any more than 
lectures owing to the time, etc,, and his 
idea was lo starr. in with a full fledged tex- 
tile school to educate artisans who will go 
into our Industries and benefit them by 
their knowledee and experience. 
Lie was 


very much impressed with manual training 
in our schools and the school board seemed 
to be more interested on the question as to 
which party would get the most schools 
than in manual training. 


Capt. Hanscom 
thought the evening 


school the best plan as it gave a chance to 
the young men who are obliged to work in 
the day tirue, but wuo are aobitious to ad- 
vance, lie sugeested that some of the 
corporations scud some of their worthy 
young men through a course of study in 
some of the textile schools. 


Thomas Walsh of the Hamilton differed 


with the views of some of the former 
speakers. 
We see the necessity of training 


our boys as they come out of school. Xow 
SO per cent, of what they learn at school is 
useless to them . I would like to see a boy 
taken out of the grammar school and then 
having selected some trade go to a trade 
school and concentrate bis energies in that 
particular line. A boy who thoroughly 
learns his trade will always rise, while the 
boy "who has a smattering of everything 
of no use to a tradesman. We all know 
(hat we have lo tako our men of responsl 
bility from the ranks. 
Never mind about 


the overseers and minor superintendences 
three will bo plenty of them around when 


yon want them. 
Take the boy and teach 


a trade tnoroughly. 
Our rising gen- 


eration has brains but it IB untrained for 
trades. I don't know of anything that you 
can Introduce Into the city of Lowell that 
will tell better for the city and counlry 
than a trade school. 
You would thus 


make citizens who would lake a hold of 
machinery not at the top but at ihe bottom 
and work up by his industry. 
Begin the 


school email, then work ahead. 
We want 


to follow the Germans and French who arc 
overcoming the coudltlons of trade by edu- 
cation. 


Agent Lyon 
WM decldiully iu favor of 


the establishment of tho school. 


.John J. flart asked the question: "What 


kind of a trade or textile school shall wo 
have for Lowell?'' lie thouclit Ihe elabo- 
rate school inexpedient. 
Give the boy a 


general course in manufacturing flrsl, then

and Syria, 


The reports of the outrages that are be- 


ing perpetrated 
upon 
the 
inoffensive 


Christians of Armenia and Syria, by the 
Turks, who are Mohammedans, have not 
been 
exaggerated, for 
such, barbarous 


proceedings are a disgrace to any counlry 
in this enlightened age. 


There are 150 or more Armenians In 


Lowell and not orer five Syrians. 
They 


are all good Christians and some of them 
are 
relatives of many of the 
viollnja 


of the Turks In Armenia. 


It is rather hard to get them to talk on 


ibo subject of their country, for they have 
a preat fear of spies, Lhoutjh 
they are not 


by any means fearful 
for themselves, but 


for their loved ones in far away Armenia 
and Syria. They are all a peaceful, thrifty 
lot of people and reports lo the contrary 
which have appeared In the local papers 
from time to time, have been due to the 
fact that it Is a difficult job to distinguish 
them from lh« Greeks and Poles, of whom 
there are many In I his city. 


They are all on llie lookout for the spies 


in the employ of Ihe Turkish Government, 
who arc said to be among them at present, 
and should they rim! them it is needless 
to say tbat the Turkish 
detective business 


will be speedily terminated. 


The spies are supposed to work in this 


manner. 
They KO about among the colo- 


nies of Armenians and Syrians in the 
dif- 


ferent cities and ascertain wbo among 
them are lecturinn upon the outrages or 
in any manner endeavoring to excite the 
sympathy of Americans for the oppressed 
CbriHtlaos in Armenia. 
Having found 


out the names of such people the spies 
send their information to the Sultan'a rep- 
resentatives in America who in turn notify 
the government at homo. Then the rela- 
tives and friends of the culprit are made 
the victims of the. royal hatred and in many 
cases thev are beheaded. 


Thus it was no wonder that a Su>" re- 


porter had difficulty in getting a number 
of these Armenians to talk on the subject 
of their country's wrongs. 


A Syrian, noi a Lowell man was found, 


who lasl. Saturday received letters from 
ileyront, Syria where the massacre is now 
being carried on quite extensively. 


lu a very earnest tone he said to the re- 


porter: "It grluves me to be obliged to eay 
bad things of my native laud, but I must, 
tell the truth." 


There are all reliRicns In Bejrout ae- 


cordlur? to his story and the Christians in- 
clude Protestants, 
Greek and Roman 


Catholics, Maronltes, Jews and othfir secta, 
while must of the inhabitants are Moham- 
medans acd of course the reliciun of the 
powers that be Is Mohammedan. The in- 
habitants arc a mixed people for the coun 
try lias experienced Tnany political vicissi- 
tudes, and for years there has been strife 
between the Christians and Mohammedans 
which, has culminated in 
the present, 


troubles. 


The government is Mohammedan and 


winks at the actions of the Turks, for 
when a Christian is killed tha murderer 
Ktts n. confinement of a few clays followed 
by what is practically an acquittal. 
But 


should a Christian kill a Turk, he is put 
to death without any unnecessary delay. 


The letters which the Syrian referred 


to had in his possession told of the murder 
of some of his personal friends. 


One Sunday not long ai?o while three 


Christians were walking along the beach 
they 
were 
met 
by 
three 
Turks 


one 
of 
whom 
spat 
in 
the 


face 
of 
the 
Christian 
nearest 


him. The insulted man cried out: 
"Why 


do yon do this, 1 did not speak to you?" 
Fur a reply, he received ft knife thrust 
which resulted In his death. 
One of hla 


companions was murdered at his side while 
the other waa seriously stabbed. 
The 


offenders were arrested but were allowed 
to go on the following day. 


in Bi-ryrout, too, after sunset, the Turks 


conf;rej;E,le on tha streets and all Christiana, 
who are unfortunate enough to pass them 
are held up, robbed, assaulted and in some 
cases killctJ, and they have no redress. 


A Christian editor in Syria put In a three 


word squib on the subject of the massacres 
and on the following day lost his head.

brinns in new stories of awful crimes but 
never a word of retribution.

A View of Jolm Burns That is not all Compli- 


mentary—The American Federation of Labor 
and its Officers—A Knight Who Recalls the 
Good Old Days. 


"What do yon think of Burns?" has 


t>eeo aHked over and ovur a^;iin duriug 
the past fiva v/eoka c,f uvury man known 
to bo connected v.'itb or hittre.-:tucl in tha 
American labor movement. Tho ques- 
tion b:is been firi'd at uiu froiu ninny 
quarters. Labor 7iien, bu.-due^s LUL-IJ, law- 
yers, doctors, newspaper JIU:D, luillion- 
nires and "whut uot, " ru Jolm Swiuton 
would Bay, bars all appeared fluxions to 
hear expressions of opinion ou thu Brit- 
isbc-r \vlio, as tho f:uesc of tho American 
Federation of Lsbor, has Lteu doing tho , 
United States .since early in December. 
At 
Cooper Urjion, on tho occasion of ; 


Barns' lirst public iippuurauco in tho 
conn try, a frieod turned to me lie tho '. 
conclusion of the address and 
said, ' 


"Well, what do yon think of him?" My 
answer wa=, "Ho 
is a strong man, a 
'• 


great lighter, vrith ir.oro forco than run- j 
son, a Ep.-.-akc-r of ability, bat not an ora- 
tor. " My friend did not agree with me, 
trat after five weeks, in which we havo 
all E^en a proat deal of Mr. Burns, I am 
convinced that in this oaso iny first im- 
pressions wera correct. 


There is no sense in denying that John 


Bnrns was a bigger man in the eyes of 
American workingjnca when ho landed 
in the country than ho i.s at tho prc'seut 
time. In saying this I do not wish to bo 
understood as attempting to detract in 
the slightest degree from tho fame which j 
tha great work Mr. Burns fans done for | 
British worlcingruou has won for him. 
Bnt the Burns way is not our way, and 
while we shall continue to look with ad- 
miration npou tho results in England, 
with litclu question of tho methods, ono 
may be permitted to say that if those 
methods are correctly indicated by the 
BtCeranceB and mnuucrisms of Burns in 
this country they would never have 
helped him to fame here. It is possible 
that the gentleman has done himself nu 
injustice by assuming an nir in tho 
"new" country that he has not been j 
wont to wear at home. Englishmen have 
a habit of doing just that thing wheu 
they visit tho United States, But assum- 
ing that Mr. Burns has been himself 
while in this country I conclude that 
he shonld be known as a labor "driver" 
instead of labor "leader." 


One cannot bet admiro tho man's 


courage and combativL-ncss. These are 
tho qualities which havo raised him 
from tho humblest beginning in life to 
a position of prominence in his own land 
and fame throughout tho world. Burus 
has appeared to tho American public as 
a man who believes he knows it all—n 
knowledge not subject to modifications 
because of geographical divisions or | 
forms of government. Iu private ho fans j 
boon, whilo in tho United States, even 
more egotistical, overbearing and intol- 
erant of the way wo do things in our 
country. I refer to his attituder.pon tho 
labor question and his manner toward 
the American labor movement nud its 
representatives. He sesrus to have over- 
locked tho fact that, in sentiment at 
least, we nre democrats, and do not 0,1- 
low the right of any ono to "put ou 
airs" with ns. It is truo wo have our 
•'codnsh aristocracy, " but organized la- 
bor does not accept patronage from it, 
and those who mingle with ns must bo 
of us. 


The trouble with Jlr. Burns is that, 


while ho was sent to this country to at- 
tend tho American Federation of Labor 
convention as a delegate from tho Brit- 
ish labor organizations, ho c.imo as a 
sort of triology—three in 0119. Tho mem- 
ber of the London county council has 
rather overlapped tho labor delegate, and 
the member of "the imperial parlia- 
ment" fans only been called npon to grace 
important occasions. Sir. Burns, tho mu- 
nicipal reformer, bas attracted unusual 
artention and has clearly demonstrated 
that in matters of municipal govern- 
ment he is an expert, not only as a 
thinker, but as a performer, for no one 
questions that he has been tho moving 
spirit in tho many reforms accomplished 
daring recent years by tha London coun- 
ty council. And the working people 
have, more than any other class, been 
benefited by these reforms. If Mr. Burns 
has been enabled to impress upon any of 
OT3I city governments tho necessity for 
and practicability of snch municipal re- 
forms as be has brought about in Lou- 
don, then truly he has done us a serv- 
ice. But that his visit- has contributed 
anything toward the solidification of tha j 
trade union movement I most respect- 
folly doubt. 


; ilr. Burns, in discnssingwhat shonld 
.be the attitude of organized labor npon j 
political questions, said in almost every 
speech he made in this country that] 
"politics mnst not be allowed to enter! 
the unions, but the unions must enter j 
politics. " This looks to me liko advice 
that is difficult to follow. - To pnt the 
unions into politics and keep politics 
out of tho unions would, it seems to me, 
be like putting wine and water into the. 
same cask and forbidding the water to! 
get into the wine. If he meant that poli- 
tics shonld be kept out of the unions, 
but that unionists should go into poli- j 
'tics, then I am with him to that extent. | 
I -would go farther and admit the discns- j 
•sion of political questions to the union, 
as "politics is the science of govern- 
pjent," bnt I would not favor the pledg- 
ing of a union to the support of any po- 
litical party. The fact that American 
-workinginen have not accomplished 
'nmch for themselves in a century of full 
'suffrage while Englishmen have appa- 
:rently done great things in the eight 
years that they have been voters is not 
so strange aa it may appear at first 
glance. I haven't space here to discuss 
this point, but I suggest that there may 
be something in the fact that trades 
rnnioaism antedated manhood suffrage in 
.England by more than half a century 


while practically tho reverse in truo of 
tho United Status. Think that out, Mr. 
Burns! 


Well, what is tlio status of the Amer- 


ican lubor movement? Has it advanced 
during tho past year, and is it advanc- 
ing still? Tlicseare important questions. 
Tho Knights of Labor and the Federa- 
tion havo recently held their annual 
conventions, and wo shonld bo ablo to 
form some Bort of an answer. It is B 
matter of general knowledge that the 
Knights had tho usual strife at thnir con- 
vention, with the inevitable result—dis- 
satisfaction and disintegration. Too bad. 
Will the end never come? There is no 
Benso in trying to deceive the working 
people on the condition of tho order. 
Better tell tho whole truth, reaolve to 
turn over a new leaf nnd appeal in the 
name of tho glorious past for support; of 
tho grand principles which it seems have 
been forgotten in tho general assemblies 
of recent years. It may be truo that new 
assemblies are being organised, but it is 
squally true that old ones are lapsing or 
withdrawing, and there are rumors of 
heavy losses soon to como. But whether 
tlio membership is ut present dO,000 or 
moro or less is not of ns much impor- 
tance as tho necessity for confidence in 
tho order. 
Confidence- must be estab- 


lished, or next year will tlnd the order 
weaker than it now is. I eny this as a 
true Knight, whoso heart aches as ho 
contemplates tlio order as it now is and 
compares it with what it was eight years 
ago. 


The American Federation of Labor 


Ecoms to bo faring luueh better than tba 
Knights. Tho unions of which it is com- 
posed are in most coses as strong as they 
were a year ago, and in some instances 
there- hn.s been improvement. The con- 
vention recently hold at Denver was one 
of the best siuco the Federation 
was 


formed, and it certainly was the most 
important. 
Tho resolutions adopted, 


which are spoken of collectively as "tho 
programme," mark an advance hi the 
demands of the tracles,uuious which puts 
the open unions practically as far along 
as the Knights of Labor are in their po- 
litical demands. Tho demands as they 
wero adopted at Denver are: 1. Com- 
pulsory education. 
2. Direct legislation 


through tho referendum. 
3. A legal 


eight hour workday. 
4. Sanitary in- 


spection of tho workshop, mill and 
home. 5. Liability of employers for in- 
jury to health or life. 6. Abolition of 
tho contract system in all public work. 
7. Abolition of tho sweating system. 8. 
Municipal 
ownership of waterworks, 


street cars, gas and electric light plants. 
U. Nationalization of telegraphs, tele- 
phones, railroads nnd mines. 
10. Occu- 


pancy and use the only title to land. 11. 
Repeal of conspiracy aud penal laws, 
national and atnto, affecting workmen. 
12. Abolition of the monopoly privilege 
of issuing money and a system of direct 
issuo to and by the people. 


The election of John McBride to suc- 


ceed Samuel Gompers as president of the 
Federation camosome-what as a surprise. 
It was tho general impression that Gom- 
pers was stronger than ho was a year 
ago, when the effort to defeat him fail- 
ed, but thero in no telling what a laboi 
convention is going to do. I am express- 
ing my feelings in this correspondence, 
and I am going to say-frankly t-liat 1 
was sorry to hear of Gompers' defeat. 
For a year I havo kept in close touch 
with tho Federation office, and havo had 
an cyo on Sam Gompera, and know that 
he was an excellent officer during all ol 
that time. 
Without wishing to at al] 


disparage his work of other years, I say 
that in my opinion President Gompers' 
last year was his best. Ho established 
nud conducted in a creditable manner 
ThoFederatiouist, in addition to prompt- 
ly attending to his other duties, and oil 
many occasions upon the platform, some- 
times under trying circumstances, re-1 
fleeted credit npon the organization of | 
which he was tho head. I do not like to 
see such a man turned down. I write 
these things from personal knowledge. 


Though I am sorry that Gompers bus 


been succeeded, I hare not a word to say 
against his successor. 
John McBride is 


a strongman, well equipped for the now 
leadership that has been given him.

The now presi- 
dent will have the support and assist- 
ance of his predecessor in office, wlion 
ho needs it, just as he should havo the 
help and encouragement of every union 
man in the laud. May tho American Fed- 
eration flourish under tho leadership of 
John McBride as it has with Samuel 
Gompors at its head.

New York WorltlnEmen's 
Tho twenty-ninth annual session of 


tho Workingmen'e assembly of the state 
of Now York will convene in Albany on 
Tuesday, Jan. 1C, 1895. All bona fide 
labor organizations of-the state, regard- 
less of affiliations, are urged to be rep- 
resented. 


In the call for the convention Presi- 


dent John Phillips says: "One year ago 
tho organized labor of the state of Naw 
York was formulating measures for its 
benefit aud welfare, intending to present 
them to tho constitutional convention, 
which was to meet in May, 1804. After 
considerable expenditure of time rvnd 
money some of tho measures wero fash- 
ioned into proper shape nnd were pre- 
sented to tho convention. Sovoral labor 
organizations (central and otherwise) 
sent delegations to the convention to ad- 
vocate the adoption of said measures, and 
every proper and honorable influence 
was brought to boar to insure success, 
but very little was accomplished. Oui- 
side of tho amendment in. relation to 
convict labor, tho working people failed 
to secure anything from tho constitu- 
tional convention. It therefore becomes 
necessary to appeal to tho legislature for 
relief from tho unfair and unjust oper- 
ations of laws which bear heavily on 
the organized labor of this state. Stand- 
ing out pre-omiiieutly among them are 
the odious conspiracy laws. It behooves 
tho labor organizations of this state to 
be on tho alort and lose no time- in pre- 
paring such bills as they believe to bo 
necessary for their protection and bene- 
fit."

Whilo we recognize) the right of property wo 


alrjo recognize that thn rights of personal liber- 
ty, consistent with good government, is over 
and above- all other rights, and it Hhouldbe tho 
part of the poveramcnt to protect tho weak 
a-^ainst the btrony aud to see to it thaG no in- 
justice is done to any citizen, be he hitjh or 
lo\v, and that equal protection is given to thu 
humblest of the land; therefore, be it 


Kosolvcd, By the American Federation of 


Labor, in convention assembled, that \ve 7iiost 
respectfully and earnestly demand at the hands 
cf onr lawmakinf body the enactment of such 
laws as will carry ont the principles aa above 
Bet forth, to tlie end that our people nmy not 
Jose confidence in Lheir judicial institutions 
and thereby causo tbe very foundations of the 
republic lo be endangered. 


This convention having heard with regret 


of the conviction and pos.sible incarceration in 
tho county jail of Cooh county, Ills., at Eugonu 
V. Debs, prebident ol the American Raihvay 
union, and his colaborers on the charge of be- 
ing iu contempt of court by violating the re- 
straining; order issued by the United States 
district court, which order was issued at tho 
instance of tho General Roilroad llanB-ge 
association of Chicago; therefore be it 


Resolved, By this convention, that we ei- 


tend to Eugena V. Debs and those associated 
with him in their present trouble nnd to all 
of tho other similar CO.SCH throv.Kh.out the land, 
our sincere sympathy and commiseration and

CABINET 


Earning.1) of Labnr. 


A vary irnportan t invea tigation is now 


being nndercokeu by R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
mercantile agency on the earnings of 
labor, inquiriua being made from thon- 
snuds of employees which show that in 
tho BQmo establishments there are 10. 2 
per cent more people employed than a 
year ago, bnt 8. 0 per csiit less than in 
18fl2. Tha average of earnings for over 
250,000 hnuda is 4 per cent larger than 
in Ncrvemuer, 180u, but 14% per cent 
less than for November, 1892. The re- 
turns are gathered fi'om.-tiie pay rolls of 
several thousand manufacturers for No- 
vember this year, 18U3 and 1892, and 
they show nn increase in the total pay- 
ments of 15.2 percent over last year, 
but a decrease of 18.3 per oent as com- 
parecl -with 1892. In somo of the indus- 
tries there aro more hands at work than 
two years ago, -while in others the de- 
crease is very largo. In no single case, 
ho-wover, nre the earnings ot labor aa 
great aa they were two years ago. 


It is particularly important to notice 


that very few returns have been received 
from many hundred 
manufacturing 


concerns which are not in operation at 
this time, BO that the result of the in- 
vestigation is interesting only as far as 
it relates to those factories which have 
been working in the month of November 
in each of tho three yoars. 


If the loss of wages resulting through 


factories that are closed now, bnt which 
were previously an operation, and the 
number of hands that ure thus rendered 
idle were also taken into consideration, 
it is clear, as stated by Dun's review, 
that, "owing to the decrease in hands 
employed and in the aggregate of wages, 
tbe result would obviously be somewhat

and Resigns.

Of Yesterday. 


THE RESIGNATION OP BARTHOU 


GIVES PRETEXT. 


For Accomplishing the Overthrow of 


tlie Ministry. 


PATHS, Jan,; 15.—The cabinet reslgnod 


yesterday, having been defeated in tho 
chamber of dopubloa on. tho question of 
giving priority to nn order of the day. 
Sunday oveningtM. Barthou, minister ol 
public works, resigned his office for the 
reason thai the council of state had de- 
cided against him in tho matter of guar- 
anteeing tha interest of the Southern rail- 
way lines. 


1C became generally knoirn that Alex- 


ander Mlllerand, the Socialist deputy and 
editor-in-chief of Tho Petite Kepubliquo 
Francalse, would interpellate tha govarn- 
ment in regard to M. Barthou's resigna- 
tion, and that tho government would re- 
ply thoroto. Consequently a large crowd 
gathered in tha chamber to listen to the 
proceedings. 


It was known thnt the position of the 


cabinet was not as sscuro as It might hava 
been, and the enemies of the government 
had hopes that tlie debate yesterday would 
rosult in its overthrow. These hopes are 
realized. 


The Ball Set Bollin?. 


M. Millerand, when his interpellation 


was in ordor, gald that it was not M. Bar- 
thou alone who had brought before tho 
conncll of stato tho contentions existing 
between the stato and tho rftilroad com- 
panies. But it was a whole cabinet which 
had been called npon for an explanation. 
The decision of the coiincll of state, there- 
fore, affected tho entire cabinet, yet only 
one minister had taken the correct atti- 
tude and had resigned. 


Tho ministry, according to M. Mllle- 


ranfl, was also to blame for submitting n 
question to the council which purely be- 
longed to the chamber ot deputies to de- 
cide, and, amid interruptions, the speaker 
demanded an inquiry to see whether 
grounds existed for criminally prosecut- 
ing M. Raj-Hal, who wag minister of pub- 
lic works In 1833. 


M. JMillerand then submitted a resolu- 


tion censuring the government for putting 
before the council of state a litigious ques- 
tion, nnd for an inquiry Into M. Raynal's 
conduct. 


M. Kaynal snld that he agreed that an 


Inquiry should be opened ' In regard to his 
conduct, adding*. "I &m certain that I 
shall be able to confound those who are 
thirsting for scandals and hungering foi 
calumnies." 


Dnpuj'a Argnuient. 


Premier Dupuy declared thnt after M. 


Raynal's acceptance of un inquiry ilita 
his conduct as minister of public works in 
1893 the government would not oppose it. 
AB to the order of the day, he reminded 
tlio chamber that the question of the 
period during which the government's 
guarantee of interest remains in force (re- 
ferring to tlie bonds of the Southern and 
Orleans Railroad companies) had already 
been raised and the chamber had recog- 
nized Che competence of the council of 
state to deal with the question. A de- 
cision has been ffiveu, he added, and the 
chamber could not disregard it. 


"The council of Btato has decided the 


principle in their case," insisted M. 
Dupuy. amid protests and shouts from the 
Left. 
"The 
chamber," he continued, 


"must juJpe whochor the government la 
capable of continuing in office. 
M. Bar- 


thou resigned because he regarded tlie de- 
cision as a personal slight. 
The govern- 


ment docs not have the same reason for 
adopting that course. If it had resigned 
spontaneously it would have failed in its 
duty. Tbe cabinet accepted tho decision 
of the council while regretting the cabi- 
net's defeat. 


"M. Barthou considered that by his at- 


titude, speeches uud statements be was 
more concerned than hia colleagues In the 
decision of the council, and lie resigned 
because the decision established a prec- 
edent from which the companies would 
desire to profit. He therefore declined to 
be humiliated before the railway com- 
panies." Trying to Do Bnilneia. 


M. Cliapuis then submitted the follow- 


ing orfer of tho day: "That the chamber, 
regretting tho erroneous and dangerous 
interpretation placed by tho government 
on the decision of the common council of 
state, pass to tho order of the day."n 


M. Mlllerand's motion censuring tha 


government for putting before the council 
of state a litigious question, and calling 
for an inquiry Into tho conduct of M. 
Rayaals na minister of public works in 
1883, wai then carried by a vote of 25S to 
225. 


Eleven orders of the day were then sub- 


mitted, but priorit}- was voted, by U9IJ to 
21)1, for one by M. Pourquory de Boisserin, 
calling upon the government to rigor- 
ously defend the rights of the stato as 
affected by the decision of the council of 
state. 


M. Dupuy declared that, if this motion 


waa adopted, the government would re- 
sign. A scene of tho utmost excitement 
followed. Numbers of deputies gathered 
in groups upun the floor of the chamber, 
and the premier waa surrounded by n 
crowd of persons, who eagerly plied him 
with questions. 


A vote was nnnlly taken on M. Pourquery 


de Boisserin'B motion, with tbe result 
that it was defeated, tha vote standing 213 
in favor to £64 against. 


The Downfall. 


After several speeches and declarations 


had been made, the chamber voted on a 
proposal to grant priority to a motion 
made by Professor Smile Trelat (Rep.), 
Svhicb, of all the orders of the day, was 
the only one accepted by the government. 
This order of tlie day declared that the 
government adhered to tho doctrine of the 
separation of powers and tho non-inter- 
ference of the chamber with the judicial 
functions of the council of state. 


Priority was refused to this motion by 


a vote of 208 to ail. 


When the result of the voto was an- 


nounced, the ministers left the chamber 
and proceeded to tho palnca of the Elysee, 
where they submitted their resignations 
to President Cnsimlr-Perier. 


After tho departure of the ministers, the 


house unanimously adopted a motion 
made by M. Krantz (Lib. Rep.), reserving 
the rights of thu state in regard to the 
railway's guarantee. Tha house then nd- 
iournod.

Ho 
also notified cho mayor, police commission- 
ers, sheriff and fire commissioner of the 
strike, and asked for police protection. He 
sent a communication to tho railroad oom- 
mlssloners at Albany, and posted notlaes 
at all the car houses, 


Notifying Strikers to Keep Away, 


There wore tilso warnings to keep the 


peace, but, In spito of these, numerous 
cases of Interference occurred. There was 
some delay in the transportation of tho 
mnlls, bub the mall cnrs wore guarded by 
policemen. At the different power houses 
throughout the city everything was quiet. 
A short distance from each ono tho strikers 
kept their pickets on duty. The railroad 
depots were deserted, but pickets kept 
watch thoro also. They did not have much 
to do yesterday, buc may have later, as it 
is expected, tho companies will bring men 
from other cities to take tho strikers' 
places. 


Tho fact that the strike would actually 


takt* place was flrsb made known a few 
minutes after midnight yesterday morn- 
Ing-, at tho conclusion of a meeting held 
be District Assembly No. 76, when Master 
Workman Connelly briefly stated that a 
tie-up had finally bean decided upon as 
the only romody for tho grievances of tho 
men. 


A Blot Occurred

A policeman took his stand on the front 


platform of tho car arid Sergeant Powers 
styppod up bosido tho conductor on the 
pltinform. As soon as tho car was clear 
of the carhouse, tho strikers began pelting 
it with stones, and in a fow minutes the 
windows had been broken and the wood- 
work greatly damaged. 


Sorgoant Powers immediately ordered 


the car back Into the shed, but the strikers 
had boon shrewd enough to intercept it. 
In tho face of such opposition, Sergeant 
Powers drew a revolver, as also did Con- 
ductor Jackson. 
Then followed a perfect 


f usilade of stones against the car, with the 
result that Jackson was struck on the 
head and knocked down. 


Afi this point the reserve polloeman ap- 


peared on tho scene, and after considerable 
difficulty forced an entrance so that the 
oar could be run back Into the shed. 


When Conductor Jackson was picked 


up from the platform whore ho had fallen 
It was found chat ho was suffering from a 
severe scalp wound. There was a great 
deal of excitement at the scene of the riot.

There arc loO or more Armenians in 


Lowfill and not over five Syrians. They 
are all good Christians and some of them 
are 
relatives of miiny of the 
victims 


of thi; Turks in Armenia. 


It is rather hard to yet them to talk on 


the subject of their country, for they have 
a great fear of spies, though they are not 
by any means fearful 
for themselves, but 


for Ilieir loved ones in far away Armenia 
and Syria. They ire all a peaceful, tlirifty 
lot of people and reports lo the contrary 
which have, appeared in the local papers 
from time to time, have been due to the 
fact that it is a difficult job to distinguish 
them from the Greeks and Poles, of whom 
there are many In this city. 


They are all oo the lookout for the spies 


in the employ of Ihe Turkish government, 
who are said to be among them at present, 
and should they find them it ia needless 
to say that tbe Turkish detective business 
will be speedily terminated. 


The spies are supposed to work in this 


manner. 
Tboy go about among the colo- 


nios of Armenians and Syrians in the dif- 
ferent cities and ascertain who among 
them are lecturing upon the outrages or 
in any manner endeavoring; to excita the 
sympathy of Americans for the oppressed 
Christians in Armenia. 
Having found 


out the names of such people the spies 
send their information to the Sultan's rep- 
reseiilutives in America who in turn notify 
the government at home. Then the rela- 
tives and friends of the cnlprlt are made 
tlie victims of the royal hatred and ia many 
cases they are beheaded. 


Thus it was no wonder that a Su.v re- 


porter had difficulty in getting a number 
of these Armenians to talk on the subject 
of their country's wrongs. 


A Syrian, noi a Lowell man was found, 


who last, Saturday received letters from 
iJuyrout, Syria where the massacre is DOW 
being carried on quite extensively. 


In a very earnest tone lie said to the re- 


porter: "It grifvi's me to bo obliged to say 
bad Ibinps of my native land, but I must, 
tell the truth." 


There are all religions in Beyrout ac- 


cording to his story and tbe Christians in- 
clude Protestants, 
Greek and 
Roman 


Catholics, Marocites, Jews and other sects, 
while most of the inhabitants are Moham- 
medans and of course the religion of tbe 
powers that be is Mohammedan . Tba in- 
habitants are a mixed people for the coun- 
try 1ms experienced many political vicissi- 
tudes, and for years there has been 
strlfo 


between the Christians and Mohammedans 
which has culminated in

troubles. 


Tbe government is Mohammedan and 


winks at the actions of tha Turks, for 
when a Christian is killed the murderer 
gets a confinement of 'A fow dfvys followed 
by what Is practically an 
acquittal.

tho ;^reat work Mr. Burns has douo for \ 
British •n'orkingineri has won for him. 
lini; the Bnrus way is not onr way, and 
•while wo shall continue to look with ad- 
miration npon the results in England, 
•with little question of the methods, one 
may b« permitted to say thsit it tho?o 
methods nre correctly indicated by the 
•utterances and mannerisms of Burns in 
this country they would never have 
helped him to fame hero. It is possible 
that tho gentleman has done himself an 
injnstico by assuming an air in the 
"new" conutry that ho has not been 
wont to wear at home. Englishmen havo 
a habit of doing just that tiling when 
they visit the United States. Bnt assum- 
ing that Air. Bcirag has been himself! 
while in this conutry I eonclndo that j 
he should be known as a labor "driver" 
instead of labor "leader." 


Ono cannot trat admire the man's 


conrago aud combativeuess. These are 
the qualities which havo raised him 
from tbe humblest beginning iu lifo to 
a position of prominence in his own land 
and fame throughout the world. Bums 
ha-i appeared to tho American pnblio as 
a man who believes ho knows it all—a 
knowledge not snbject to modification:. 
because of geographical divisions or 
forms of government. In private he has 
b*en, while in the United States, even 
more egotistical, overbearics and intol- 
erant of the vray we do things in our 
country. I refer to his attitude upou the i 
labor question and his manner toward I 
tbe American labor movement find its 
representatives. He seems to havo over- 
looked the fact tbat, iu sentiment nt 
least, we are democrats, and do not al- 
low tb.9 right of any ono to "pnt on 
airs" with ns. It is trne we have our 
"codfish aristocracy, " bnt organized la- 
bor does not accept patronage from it, 
and chose who mingle with us must bo 
of ns. 


The trouble with Mr. Burns is that, 


while he was sent to this country to at- 
tend tho American Federation of Labor 
convention as a delegate from tho Brit- 
ish labor organizations, ho ciime as a 
eorcof tiiology—three in ons. The mem- 
ber of the London connty conccil has 
rather overlapped the labor delegate, r.ud 
the n:e:nber of "the imperial parlia- 
ment " has only been called upon to grace 
important occasions. Mr. Burns, the mu- 
nicipal reformer, has attracted unnsnal 
attention aud has clearly demonstrated 
that in matters of municipal govern- 
ment he is an expert, not only as a 
thinker, but as a performer, for uo oao : 
questions that he has been tho moving 
spirit in the many reforms accomplished ; 
during recent years by the London conn- i 
ty council. And the working people I 
have, more than any other class, been 
benefited by these reforms- If Mr. Burns! 
has beeu enabled to impress upon any of ] 
orj: city governments tho necessity for \ 
and practicability of such municipal re- ; 
forms as he has brought about in Lon- : 
don, then truly he has doiio us a serv- 
ice. But that his visit has contribntucl; 
anything townrd ths solidification of the 
trade union movement 1 most respect- i 
felly doubt.

Mr. Burns, in discnssing what should , 


to the attitude o! organized labor npou 
•Dolitical questions, said in almost every 
•speech he made in this country that 
"politics must noc be allowed to enter 
the unions, "out the unions mr.st enter 
politics." This looks to me liko advice 
that is difficult to follow. 
To put tho 


•onions into polities and keep politics 
out of tbe unions would, it seems to me, 
be like putting wine'and waier into the 
game cask and forbidding the water to 
get into tho wine. If he meant that poli- 
tics should bs kept out of the unions, 
but tbat unionists should go into poli- 
tics, then I am with him to that extent. 
1 -would go farther and admit tho discus- 
'slon of political questions to the union, 
as "politics is the science of govern- 
ment," bcS Iwonld not favor the pledg- 
ing of a union to the support of r.iiy po- 
litical party. The fact that American 
.•workingmen have not accomplished 
'much for' themselves iu a century of full 
En3rage while Englishmen have appa- 
rently dons great things in the eight 
years that they have been voters is not 
so straage as i4 ma? appear at first- 
glance. I b.2Ten't space here to discuss 
this point, but I suggest, that there may 
be something in the fact chat trades 
nisu antedated manhood suffrage in

Well, what is tho status of the Amer- 


ican labor movement? Has it advanced 
(luring tho past yenr, and is it advanc- 
ing .still? These am important questions. 
The Knights of Labor and the Federa- 
tion have recently held their annual 
conventions, and wo should be ublo to 
form some sort of an answer. It is a 
matter of general knmvlcdgo that the 
Knights had the usual strifes at their con- 
vention, with tho inevitable result—dis- 
satisfaction and disintegration. Too bad. 
Will the end never como? There is no 
sense in trying tn deceive tho working 
people on the condition of tho order. 
Better tell tho whole truth, reaolvo to 
turn over a new leaf and appeal iu the 
name of tbe glorious par-it for support of 
the grand princ'iples which it seerus have 
•been forgotten in the general assemblies 
-ji rcif.eut years. It mtiy ho trne that now 
assemblies are being organized, but it is 
irmally trno that old ones are- lapsing or 
withdrawing, and there arc rumors of 
heavy losses noon to como. Bntwhuthor 
tho membership is at present 40,000 or 
moro or less is not of ns much itnpor- 
laiit.-o as the necessity for confidence in 
thi> order. 
Confidence, must bo estab- 


lished, or next year will find the order 
weaker than it now is. I say this as B 
truo Knight, whoso heart aches ns ho 
contemplates tho order as it now is and 
couipuves it with what it was eight yoara 
ago.

Booms to bii faring much better than the 
Knight.H. The unions of which it is com- 
posed aro in most cases as strong as they 
wero u year ago, and in some instances 
there has boen improvement.

Sanitary in- 
spection of tho workshop, mill and 
homo. 5. Liability of employers for in- 
jury to health or life. C. Abolition of 
the contract system iu all public work. 
7. Abolition of tbe sweating system. 8. 
Municipal 
ownership of. waterworks, 


street cars, gas and, olectric light plants. 
9. Nationalization' of telegraphs, tele- 
phones, railroads and mines. 10. Occu- 
pancyand use tho oulytitle to land. 11. 
Repeal of conspiracy and penal laws, 
national and state, affecting workmen. 
12. Abolition of tho monopoly privilege 
of issuing money and a system of direct 
issue to and by tho people. 


Tho election of John McBride to suc- 


ceed Samuel Gompors as president of tha 
Federation came somewhat as a snrprisa 
It was the general impression that Gom- 
pers was stronger than ho was a year 
ago, when the effort to defeat him fail- 
ed, bnt there is no telling what a labor 
convention is going to do. I am express- 
ing my feelings in this correspondence, 
and I am going to say frankly that 3 
was sorry to hear of Gompors' defeat. 
For n ycnr I havo kept in close tonch 
with tbo-Federation office, and havo had 
an eye ou Sam Gompcrs, and know that 
he was au excellent officer during all ol 
that time. 
Without wishing to ab oil 


disparage his work of other years. I say 
that in my opinion President Gompers' 
last year was his best. He C5ta.blisb.ad 
and conducted in a creditable manner 
ThoFcdcratiouist, in addition to prompt- 
ly attending to his othar duties, and on 
many occasions upon the platform, some- 
times undor trying circumstances, re- 
flected credit upon the organization of 
which ho was tho head. I do not like to 
Bee such a man turned down. I write 
these things from personal knowledge. 


Thongh I am sorry that Gompers has 


been succeeded, I have not a word to say 
against his auccossor. John McBrido is 
n strongman, well equipped for tho new 
leadership that has been given him. He 
lias shown in the past that ho midor- 
stauds men and knows how to direct the 
affairs of a labor organization. 
By 05- 


perieuce ho has been litted for tho presi- 
dency of tho American Federation of La- 
bor, and ho is sufficiently familiar with 
the workings of the organization to ad- 
just himself to his new harness without 
much trouble. McBride is generally 
credited \\ith being a radical, but I 
doubt if thero will bo any change in the 
policy of the Federation on that account, 
especially as the executive council has 
to bo taken into account. The new presi- 
dent will have the support niid assist- 
ance of his predecessor iu office, when 
he needs it, just as ho should have the 
help and encouragement of every union 
man in the laud. May the American Fed- 
eration flourish under tho leadership of 
John. McBride as it has with Samnol 
Gornpers a; its head.

New York ^Vorklnemen's Assembly. 
The twenty-ninth annual session of 


tho Workingmeu's assembly of the state 
of New York will convene in Albany on 
TuosdRy, Jan. 1G, 1895. AU boua fide 
labor organizations of the state, regard- 
Jess of affiliations, are urged to ba rep- 
resented. 


In tho call for tho convention Presi- 


dent John Phillips Bays: "One year ago 
tho organized labor of the stato of New 
York was formulating measures for its 
benefit and welfare, intending to present 
them to tho constitutional convention, 
which was to meet in May, 1894. After 
considerable expondituro of tirno and 
money Rome of the measures vrero fash- 
ioned into proper shape and were pre- 
ennted to the convention. Several labor 
organizations (central and otherwise) 
fiont delegations to the convention to ad- 
vocate the adoption of. said measures, und 
every proper and houornblo influence 
was brought to boar to insure success, 
but vory little was accomplished. Out- 
Bide of the amendment in relation to 
couvict labor, the working people ftiiled 
to secure anything from tho constitu- 
tional convention. It therefore becomes 
necessary to appoal to the legislature for 
relief from the unfair and unjust oper- 
ations of laws which bear heavily on 
the organized labor of this state. Stand- 
ing out pre-eminently among them nre 
the odious conspiracy laws.

look titter tlie rights ntvd liberties oC tho people 
—that IB, the la-winukiuy power of the federal 
government — to proceed Rt once to enact a law 
which will sot n limit in such proceedings be- 
yond which equity courts may not go. 


Vi'liLlo we recognize the right of property we 


also recognize that the rights of personal liber- 
ty, consistent with good government, is over 
and above nil other rights, and it should bo the 
part of the government to protect the weali 
apnlnst tho strong und to see to It that no in- 
justice ia done to any citizen, bo he high or 
low, and that equal protection is given to the 
humblest of tho land; therefore, bo it 


Resolved, By tho American Federation of 


Labor, in convention assembled, that we most 
respectfully and earnestly demand at tbe hands 
of our ]HWmakinp body the enactment ol such 
laws as will carry out tho principles as above 
set forth, to tho end that our people may riot 
lose confidence in their judicial institutions 
and thereby cause the vory foundations of the 
republic to te endangered. 


This convention having heard with regret 


of tho conviction and possible Incarceration in 
tho county jail of Cook county, Ills., of Eugene

The Reins of Government 


and Resigns. 


THE RESIGNATION Of BAUTHOU 


GIVBS PRETEXT. 


For Accomplishing the Overthrow of 


the Ministry. 


Earnings of X/abor. 


A vory important investigation is now 


hoiiig undertaken by R. G. Dun & Co. 's 
mercantile agonny on the earnings of 
labor, inquiries being made from thou- 
sands of employees which show that in 
the same establishments there are 10.2 
per cent more people employed than, a 
year ago, but S. (5 per cent less than in 
1S92. The average of earnings for .over 
230,000 hands is 4 per cent larger than 
in November, 1893, but 14}^ per cent 
loss than for November, 1S9S. The re- 
turns aro gathered from the payrolls of 
several thousand manufacturers for Ko- 
veuibor this year, 18U8 and 1802, and 
they show an increase in the total pay- 
ments of 15.2 percent over last year, 
bnt a decrease of 18. S per cent as com- 
pared with 18SI2. In some of the indus- 
tries there aro more hands at work than 
two years ago, while in others the de- 
crease is very large. In no single case, 
however, are tho earnings o£ labor as 
great as they wero two years ago. 


HIt is particularly important.to notice 


ttififc very few returns have been received 
from many hnudrod 
manufacturing 


concerns which aro not in operation at 
this time, so that tho result of tlie in- 
vestigation is interesting only as far as 
it relates to those factories which have 
boon working in the month of November 
in each of tho three yetirs. 


If the loss of wages resulting through 


factories that are closed now, but which 
wero previously iu operation, and the 
number of hands that are thus rendered 
idle wore also token into consideration, 
it is clear, as stated by Dun's review, 
that, "owing to the decrease in hands 
employed and in tho aggregate of wages, 
the result would obviously be somewhat

STRIKE FEARED. 


PAWS, Jan. IB.—The cabinet reslgnod 


yesterday, having been defeated in the 
chamber of deputies on the question of 
giving priority 'to nn order oC the day. 
Sundny eTening.M. Borthou, minister ol 
public works, resigned his office for the 
reason thai the council of state had do- 
oldcd against him In the matter oJ gunr- 
antaohig tha interest o£ tho Southern rail- 
way lines. 


It became generally known that Alox- 


andoc Mlllerand, the Socialist deputy and 
editor-in-ohlaf of The Pottte B.epubHquo 
Frnncaise, -would interpellate the govern- 
ment In regard to M. Barthou's resigna- 
tion, and that the government would re- 
ply thereto. Consequently a large crowd 
gathered In the chamber to listen to tbe 
proceedings. 


It was known that tha position of the 


cabinet was not as secure as itmighfc ha-vo 
boen, and the enemies of the government 
had hopes that the debute yesterday would 
result in its overthrow. These hopea are 
realized. 


Tbe Ball Set Rolling:. 


M. Millerttiid, when his interpellation 


was In order, Etild thnt it was not M. Bar- 
thou alone who hnd brought before the 
council of state the contentions existing 
between the state and the railroad com- 
panies. But it was a whole cabinet which 
had boen called upon for an explanation. 
The decision of the council o[ state, there- 
fore, nffucted the entire cabinet, yet only 
one minister had taken the correct atti- 
tude and had resigned. 


The ministry, according to M. Mllls- 


raml, was also to blame for submitting n 
question to the council which purely be- 
longed to the chamber of deputies to de 
clde, flnd, amid Interruptions, the speaker 
demanded an inquiry to sea whether 
grounds existed Cor criminally prosecut- 
ing M. Rayim], who was minister of pub- 
lic works In 1883. 


M, Millerand than submitted a resolu- 


tion censuring thegovornmontfor putting 
before the council of state a litigious ques- 
tion, and for an inquiry into M. Raynal'a 
conduct. 


M. Kaynal laid that he agreed that an 


inquiry should be opened in regard to hla 
conduct, adding: "I am, certain that I 
shall be able to confound those who are 
thirsting for scandals and hungering £01 
calumnies." 


Dupuy's Argument. 


Premier Dupuy declared that after M. 


Raynal's acceptance of an Inquiry Into 
his conduct as minister of public works in'! 
1383 the government would nob oppose IL 
As to tho order of the day, he reminded 
tho chamber 
thafc the question of the 


period during which the government's 
guarantee of interest remains in force (re- 
ferring to the bonds of the Southern and 
Orleans Eallroad companies) had already 
been raised and tho chamber had recog- 
nized the competence of the council of 
state to deal with tha question. A de- 
cision has been giveii, he added, and the 
chamber could not disregard It. 


"The council of state has decided the 


principle In their 
cage," insisted M. 


Dupuy, amid protests and shouts tram tho 
Left. "The chamber," 
he continued, 


''must judge whocher tho government Is 
capable of continuing in office. 
M. Bar- 


thou resigned because he regarded the de- 
cision as a personal slight. 
The govern- 


ment does not have the same reason for 
adopting thai course. If it had resigned 
spontaneously It would have failed in its } 
duty. Tho cabinet accepted tho decision 
of the council while regretting the cabi- 
net's defeat. 


"M. Barthou considered that by his at-, 


fcltude, speeches and statements he was 
more concerned than his colleagues in ths 
decision of the council, and he resigned 
because the decision established a prec- 
edent from which the companies would 
desire to profit. Ho therefore declined to 
be humiliated before tho railway com- 
panies." 


TrylAg to Do BuaiueBa. 


M. Chapuls than submitted the follow- 


ing orrler of the day: 
''That the chamber, 


regretting the erroneous and dangerous 
interpretation placed by the government 
on the decision of tha common council of 
atace, pass to the order of the day." 


M. Mlllerand's motion censuring tba 


government for putting before the council 
of state 11 litigious question, and calling 
for un inquiry into the conduct of M. 
RaynaU aa minister of public works in 
1883, wag then carried by a vote of 2BB to 
1K5, 


Eleven orders of the day wore then sub- 


mitted, but priority was voted, by 298 to 
Ml, for ons by M. Pourquery de Boisaorin, 
calling upon the government to vigor- 
ously defend the rights of tho state as 
affected by the decision of the council of 
state. 


M. Dupuy declared that, if this motion 


was adopted, tho government would re- 
sign. A scone of tho utmost! excitement 
followed.

industry, tho largest in the state, has never 
received a dollar outside of what has been 
received by the Institute of Technology.

A uoy who thoroughly 
learns hi» trade will always rise, while the 
boy -who has a smattering of everything ia 
of no use to a tradesman. We all know 
that we have to laVe our men of responsi- 
bility from the ranks.

The reports of the outrages that arc be- 


ing perpetrated 
upon 
the 
Inoffensive; 


Christians of Armenia and Syria, by the 
Turks, who are Mohammedans, havo not 
been 
exaggerated, for such 
barbarous 


proceedings are a disgrace to any country 
in this enlightened age. 


There are ]50 or more Armenians in 


Lowell and not over five Syrians. 
They 


are all good Christians and some of them 
are 
relatives of many of the 
victims 


of the Turks In Armenia. 


It is rather hard to get them to talk on 


the subject of their country, for they have 
a great fear of spies, though they are noc 
by any means fearful 
for themselves, hut 


for their loved ones in far away Armenia 
and Syria. 
They are all a peaceful, thrifty 


lot of.people and reports Lo the contrary 
which hava appeared In the local papers 
from time to time, linve been duo to the 
fact that it la a difficult job to distinguish 
them frooi the Greeks and Poles, of whom 
there are many in this city." 


They are all on the lookout for the spies 


in the employ of the Turkish government, 
who are aald to be among them at present, 
and should they 
find them it Is needless 


to say that the Turkish detective business 
will be speedily terminated. 


The spies are supposed to work in this 


manner. 
They go about among the colo- 


nias of Armenians and Syrians in the dif- 
ferent cities and ascertain who among 
them are lecturing upon Ihfl outrages or 
In any manner endeavoring to excite the 
sympathy of Americans for the oppressed 
Christians in Armenia. 
Having found 


out the names of such people the spies 
send their information to the Sultan's rep- 
resentatives In America who In turn notify 
the government at home. Than the rela- 
tives aud friends of the culprit are made 
the victims of the royal hatred and In many 
cases they are beheaded. 


Thus it was no wonder that a SUN re- 


porter had difficulty In gelling a number 
of these Armenians to talk on the subject 
of their country's wrongs. 


A Syrian, not a Lowell man was found, 


who last Saturday received letters from 
Beyrout, Syria where the massacre is now 
being carried on quite extensively. 


In a very earnest tone he said to ilio re- 


porter: "It grieves me to be obliged to say 
bad things of my native laud, but I must, 
tell the truth." 


There are all religions in Beyrotit ac- 


cording to his story and the Christians in- 
clude Protestants, 
Greek and Roman 


Catholics, Maronites, Jews and other sects, 
while most of the Inhabitants are Moham- 
medans and of course the religion of tlie 
powers that be is Mohammedan. The in- 
habitants are a mixed people for the coun- 
try has experienced many political vicissi- 
tudes, and for years there has been 
strife 


between the Christians and Mohkmmedans 
which has culminated In 
the 
present 


troubles. 


The government is Mohammedan and 


winks at the actions of the Turks, for 
when a Christian is killed the murderer 
gets a conBuoment of a few days followed 
by whai 19 practically an acquittal. 
But 


should a Christian kill a Turk, he is put 
to death without any unnecessary delay. 


The letters which the Syrian referred 


to had in his possession told of the murder 
of some of his personal friends. 


One Sunday not long ago while three 


Christians were walking along the beach 
they 
wore 
met 
by 
three 
Turks 


one 
of 
whom 
spat 
in 
the 


face 
of 
the 
Christian 
nearest 


him. The insulted man cried out: 
"Why 


do you do thla, I did not speak to you?" 
For a reply, he received a knife thrust 
which resulted In his death. 
One of his 


companions was murdered at his side while 
the other was seriously ntahbed. 
The 


offenders were arrested but wero allowed 
to go on the following day. 


In Bcryrout, too, after sunset, the Turks 


congregtta on the streets aud all Christians, 
who are unfortunate enough to pass them 
are held up, robbed, assaulted and in some 
cases killed, and they have no redress. 


A Christian editor In Syria put In a three 


word squib on the subject o£ the massacres 
and on the following day lost his head. 


And so it is. Each mail from Armenia 


brings in new stories of awful crimes but 
never a word of retribution.

companies in this city and other parts of 
the state. 


The movement is looked upon as asigni- 


Sra.ni boom for the south, a period of 
transition, an tpoch In rnanufactnring de- 
velopment which will take capital and 
butmeu away from >'«w England and 
build np new industries in the- south. 


The question asked (in all sides Is what 


ii the cause of the movement and what will 
be Its extent or outcome? 
The primary 


causei are said to be thn higher price of coal, 
the shorter hours of latror, an'l the higher 
•wages in New England than in the sou'.li. 
The taxes are also in all probability higher 
here than in the south. 
There mills can 


be erected on land purchased at a slight 
cost or obtained perhaps as a gift, help can 
be obtained to work on coarse goods at 
low wages, villages and towns will rise 
around the mills which will eventually be 
in the south as they are in Lowell, the 
centres c-f industry, the mainstay of com- 
munities, the means of affording the peo- 
ple a ready mode of earning a livelihood, 
of improving their condition socially, poll- 
litallT and Intellectually. 
Hence It is, 


that the mills will be welcomed to the 
south and that for a time Iba companies 
•will lire In blissful forgetfnlness of labor 
unions, of agitation for shorter hours, 
Weber wages and weavers' particulars 
bills. 


The sonth Is Jabllanl at tha outlook of 


Industrial development as the result of the 
shifting of , manufactories in that 
direc- 


tion, but it ovpr-esti mates the extent of the 
movement and the probable effects. 


It Is a mistalce to suppose that manu- 


nlacturing concerns are about to desert 


England, it iaamlstake to suppose

But tho Burns way is not our way, and 
while wu shall continue to look with ad- 
miration npon tho ri-sults in England, 
•with littlu question of tho methods, one 
may bo permitted to say that if those 
methods are correctly indicated by the 
Titterances and mannerisms of Burns in 
this country they woflld never have 
helped him to fomo here. It is possible 
th?ic tho gentleman has done himself au 
iiijn=t:co by assuming an air in the 
"t?ow" country that ho has not been 
woni to v/ear at homo. Englishmen have 
n habit of doing just that thing when 
they visit the United States. But assum- 
ing that Mr. Burns has been himself 
while in this country I aoncludo that 
he should be known as a labor "driver" 
instead of labor "leader." 


Ona cannot but admire tho man's 


courage and comhativeness. Theso aro 
the qnalitiea which havo raised him 
from the humblest beginning in lifo tn 
a position of prominence in his own laud 
and fame throughout the world. Burns 
has appeared to the American public as 
a man Vfho believes ha knows it nil—a 
knowledge not subject to modifications 
"because of geographical divisions or 
forms of government In privato he has 
been, vrhila in the United States, even 
more egotistical, overbearing and intol- 
erant of the way we do things in our 
country. I refer to hia attitude npon the 
labor question and bis manner toward 
the American labor movement nud its 
representatives. He seems to have over- 
looked tha fact that, in sentiment at 
least, vro aro democrats, and do not al- 
low the right of tmy one to "put on 
airs" with us. It is trua we have our 
"codfish aristocracy," but organized la- 
bor does not accept patronage from it, 
and those who minglo with us must ba 
of ns. 


The trouble with Mr. Bnrn3 is that, 


while ho was sent, to this country to at- 
tend the American Federation of Labor 
convention as a delegate from the Brit- 
ish labor organizations, he came as a 
sort of triology—tbreo iu one. The mem- I 
ber of the London county council has j 
rather overlapped the labor delegate, and 
the member of "tho imperial parlia- 
ment" has only been called npon to grace 
impor;.int occasions. Mr. Burns, tho mu- 
nicipal reformer, has attracted nnusnal 
attention and has clearly demonstrated 
that in matters of municipal govern- 
ment he is on expert,-not only as a 
thinker, but as a performer, for no ono 
questions that he has been the moving 
spirit in the mnny reforms accomplished 
during recent years by the London conn- 
ty council 
And the working peopla 


have, mora than any other class, been 
benefited by these reforms. If Mr. Burns 
has been enabled to impress upou any of 


tho order. 
Confidence mnst ho estab- 


lished, or next year will find the order 
weaker than it now is. I say this as a 
truo Knight, whoso hoart nches as ho 
contemplates the order as it now is and 
compares it with what itwasoight ysara 
ago. 


Tho American Federation of Labor 


seems to bo faring much better than tho 
Knights. Tho unions of which it is com- 
posed aro in most cnsos as strong as they 
wore a year ago, and iu some instances 
thora has been improvement. 
Tho con- 


vention recently held at Douvorwas one 
of tho best.sinco tho Federation was 
formed, and it certainly was tho most 
important.

times nndor trying circumstances, re- 
flected credit upon the organization ol 
which ho was tho head. I do not like to 
see such o man turned down. I write 
these things from personal knowledge. 


Though I am sorry that Gompers has 


been succeeded, I havo not n word to say 
against his snccessor.

In the call for the convention Presi- 


dent John Phillips eaya: "Ons year ago 
tho organized labor of the state of New 
Yorlc was formulating measures for its 
benefit and welfare, intending to present 
them to tho constitutional .convention, 
which was to moot in May, 1804. After 
considerable expenditure of time nnd 
monoy some of the measures wera fash- 
ioned into proper shape and were pre- 
sentad to the convention. Several labor 
organizations (central and otherwise) 
Bout delegations to tha convention to ad- 
vocate tho adoption of said measures, and 
every proper and Honorable influence 
was brought to boar to insure success, 
but very little was aocomplishad. Out- 
side of tha amendment in relation to 
convict labor, the working people failed 
to secure anything from tha constitu- 
tional convention. It therefore becomes 
necessary to appeal to the legislature for 
relief from tha unfair and unjnst oper- 
ations of laws which hear heavily on 
the organized labor of thisstnte. Stand- 
ing out pre-enibiently among thorn ale 
tho odious conspiracy laws.

mercantile agency on the earnings of 
labor, inquiries being made from thou 
sands of employees which show that in 
the eama establishments there are 10.2 
per cent more people employed than a 
year ago, but S. 6 per cent less than iu 
1892. The average of earnings for ove: 
250,000 hands is 4 per cent larger than 
in November, 1893, but 14J£ per ceu 
less than for. November,. 1892. The re 
turns are gathered from the pay rolls o: 
several thousand manufacturers for No 
veaiber this year, 13(J3 and 1892, and 
they show aa increase ill tho total pay 
ments of 15.2 percent over last year 
but a decrease of 18.3 per cent as com 
pared with 1S92. In some of the indus 
tries there aro more hands at work than 
two years ago, while in others the de 
creasa is very largo.

however, are the earnings of labor a 
great as they were two years ago:

After several speeches and declarations 


had been made, the chamber voted on a 
proposal to grant priority to a motion 
miide by Professor Emlle.

bill would be acceptable in all respects. 
He had nob gathered the Impression that 
the president was opposed to .tho bill, but 
that he would not bo committed on any 
bill until he should become assured as to 
whether ib could pass congress. 


Littlo Fluunclal Talk In the House. 


The attempts of the Democrats to reach 


an agreement upon some definite plan to 
solve the currency question seem to have 
beon transferred from the house to senate, 
lor the timo at least. Democratic mem- 
bers of the banking and currency com- 
mittee who aro closest to Secretary Car- 
lisle and the president say that tho cam- 
paign for agreement has made no progress 
since last wook, but add that tho secretary 
still entertains strong hopes that the dif- 
ferent financial factions of congress may 
find a platform of compromise upon which 
they can stand together. 


They Intimate also that the key to the 


situation Is to be found In the senate, and 
they entertained expectations, or, at least, 
hopes, that something may be brought 
forward there in tho course of a week. 
Tho house Democrats who arc on tho most 
intimate terms with Speaker Crisp do not 
talk so hopefully and do not seem to ex- 
pect any results from the harmonizing ef- 
forts of Secretary Carllslo.
